FOLK AGAIN INDICTS ED BUTLER. 
For the third time Edward Butler, the 
democratic ward boss of St. Louis, has been 
indicted for bribery. In 1902“ Col.” Butler 
was indicted for bribery in connection with

LATEST TRACTION MOVE. 

The local transportation committee made 
a most reasonable proposition to the street 
ear corporations. It offered to “ commute ” 
their rights; that means to average their 
rights. For instance, let it be assumed that 
there are lines of equal lengths on two par- 
allel streets. One of them is covered by the 
ninéty-nine year act and expires in 1964. 
The other is not covered by the ninety-nine 
year act and expires in 1914. One line has 
sixty years to run; the other has ten; both 
lines together have seventy years to run, or 
an average of thirty-five years apiece. In 
such a case the city would offer to let each 
line run thirty-five years. 

If all the lines of the Chicago City railway 
company re commuted in this way it is 
found that the resultant average is in the 
neighborhood of twelve years. The city 
offers to give the Chicago City railway com- 
pany a franchise for this average time, 
about twelve years, on all its lines. In re- 
turn the company is to waive its rights on 
the lines covered by the ninety-nine year act. 

This proposition to average the rights is 
an eminently fair one. It savors nothing of 
confiscation. It savors nothing of antago- 
nism to capital. The rights of the company 
are respected to the full, and the Chicago 
City railway seems to appreciate the fair- 
ness of the city’s proposition. That com- 
pany seems to be willing to treat on this 
basis. | 

But the other street car company, the 
Union Traction, is unwilling to meet fair- 
ness with fairness. Its position fs: 

We will hold to our ninety-nine year rights 


er they run. You can give us rights on 
the streets to which the ninety-nine year act 
does not apply. Then we shall have a complete 
system. We are unwilling to make any conces- 
sions to you. You must, therefore, make some 
considerable concessions to us if you want any 
street car service on the north and west sides. 


The Union Traction company realizes 
that this is an ungracious position. It 
knows that the fairness of such a position is. 
disproved in the statement of it. So the 
company explains. It says: 


Perhaps we should like to have our rights com- 
| Muted and averaged. It would facilitate matters 
all around, and we might then start in giving 
good service. But we cannot commute our rights 
for this reason: We have issued bonds against 
our property. In our property, which is security 
for these bonds, we have included our ninety- 
nine year rights over certain streets. Without 
acting dishonorably to the holders of our bonds 
we cannot forego these rights. . 
Indeed, even if we wished to act in such a dis- 
honorable manner, the bondholders could go into 
court and prevent us from surrendering our nine- 
ty-nine year rights, which are cdilateral for the 
money which they have lent us. It is true that 
you, the city of Chicago, offer to give us additional 
rights which we do not now possess in return 
for our ninety-nine year rights. It is true that 
you ean mathematically demonstrate that the 
new rights which you offer us are equal to the 
old rights which you ask us to give up. Even 
go, we cannot do it. We cannot, under any etr- 
cumstances, sacrifice any of our rights, even 
though we receive ample compensation for them 
Before we could do what you ask us we should 
have to receive the unanimous consent of all our 
bondholders. This is Impossible. Some of our 
bondholders may be insane; some may be minors. 
The trustees cannot consent that the rights of 
their wards should be foregone. It is a difficult 
situation. There is no way out of it, as you see. 
It is unfortunate for you. All you can do, then, 
is to let us maintain the rights we have and to 
give. us enough additional rights to make them 

useful. 


{Incidentally it may here be mentioned 
that the Chicago City railway company has 
issued no bonds, and so cannot make this 
argument.) 
But the local transportation committee 
does not acquiesce in the Union Traction 
company’s position. It rejoins that if the 
Union Traction cannot relinquish its ninety- 
nine year rights, that will prove a greater 
misfortune to the Union Traction company 
than to the city. 7 

If the Union Traction company cannot 
waive its ninety-nine year rights the city will 
not give it new rights to any of the streets 
over which the company now operates which 
are not covered by the ninety-nine year act. 

If the Union Traction company is thus re- 
stricted to the streets covered by the ninety- 
nine year act, what will be the effect ? 

Under Judge Grosscup's decision the 
ninety-nine year act covers from 15 to 18 per 
cent of all the mileage operated by the Union 
Traction company. It covers 50 per cent 
of that company’s entrances from the north 
“to the south side, and 50 per cent of its en- 
trances from the west to the south side. 

If the Union Traction company were p 
vented from running curs on any streets, 
over any bridges, or through any tunnels not 
covered by the ninety-nine year act, that 
company could not maintain an adequate 
street car system. 

If the Union Traction company does not 
waive its ninety-nine year rights the city 
will prevent it from running cars on any. 
streets, over any bridges, or through any 
tunnels not covered by the ninety-nine year 
act. ‘Therefore the Union Traction com- 
pany will not be able to run an adequate 
street car system. Therefore it will have to 
go out of business, and the bondholders who 
are being so unwisely “ protected” will be 
badly off indeed. 

But how about the territory now served, 
or rather traversed, by the Union Traction 
company ? If that company ceases to operate 
what will become of the people in this ter- 
ritory? What will they do for street car 
facilities? 

It has been an idea assiduously spread by 
the Union Traction company that unless it 
runs on the north and west sides that terri- 
tory will have to go without street cars. 
This is a falseidea. If the Union Traction 
doesn’t choose to serve its territory on rea- 
sonable terms, those can be found who will

The present plan of the transportation 
committee is to compel the Union Traction 
company to vacate those lines not covered 
by the ninety-nine year act as fast as their 
franchises fall in. A beginning is to be 
made on the Passenger railway section of 
the Union Traction system. Part of the 
Passenger’s franchises have already run 
out, the remainder expiring before 1906.

many of a dynastic as well as ot a material 
character. Like hie brother, he is a duke 
of Saxony, and is moreover recognized as 
the chief of the now so important house of 
Saxe-Coburg, members of which occupy the 
thrones of Belgium, of Portugal, of Bul- 
garia, and of Saxe-Coburg itself. | 

King Edward has had to discuss with the 
‘kaiser the question. of the union between 
the divorced grand duchess of Hesse and 
Grand Duke Cyril of Russia, the impending 
assumption by the young duke of Saxe-Co- 
burg of the reins of government on the ter- 
mination of the regency, the position of 
Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, and an- 
agement of family property in Germany, in 
which the king and the emperor have 4 jo 
interest. 


So extensive is the business tn connecti 
with these family interests of the king 


Germany that among the members of his 


household are a German private secretary 
with a whole staff of trusted German assist- 
ants, who carry on the correspondence and 
exercise supervision over the management 
of the property. 

Curiously enough, the names of these Ger- 
man members of the king’s household do not 
figure on the official and published lists 
thereof. This is from motives of policy, 
During the reign of Quéen Victoria the Ger- 
man members of her household were credited 
with so much power and with exercising so 
strong a sway upon her majesty that it 
was made the subject of strong criticism in 
parllament and in the press. This had the 

effect of relegating the German officials to 

the background, in so far that they were 
kept out of sight. But to the last their po- 
sition at court was strong, and for many 
years the late Hermann Sahl, who was the 
principal German secretary of Queen Vic- 
toria, exercised quite as much influence over 
her and possibly even more than Gen. Sir 
Henry. Ponsonby. Indeed, Sahl had the 
means of bringing matters to the queen's 
notice and of inducing her to do things when 
even Sie Henry was powerless. 


— 

Yet no one outside the immediate court 
circle In England was even aware of the 
existence of this polished, cultured, discreet, 
silvery haired man who was so blindly trust- 
edi by his royal mistress and by her children 
in all their family affairs, especially those 
in which their German kinsfolk and inter- 
ests were concerned. Hermann Sahl of kind- 
ly memory has, like his queen and his Eng- 
lish colleague, Sir Henry Ponsonby, passed 
over to the majority. But the German 
bureau of the royal household still 
exists under King Edward, and is just as 
busy and active as ever, though it is kept 
still more out of sight even than during his 
mother’s reign. ; 


— 

Although German was the language of the 
royal nursery at Windsor in the childhood 
days of King Edward and of his brothers 
and sisters, and Princess Christian, the third 
daughter of the queen, was wont up to the 
last to converse and to correspond with her 
mother in German in preference to English, 
the queen's name for her being Lenchen,“ 
which is the Teuton diminutive for Helen, 


yet the king’s German is far from being good, 


and whereas his French is absolutely fault- 
less and wholly free from accent, his German 
1 English, the accent being strong and the 
difficulty of distinguishing between der.“ 
“die,” and das being quite apparent 
when he speaks. Indeed, his oratorical ut- 
terances at Kiel this week are certain to 
have been distinguished by their geniality 
rather than by their grammar or purity of 
diction. . 

This, however, is counted to him in Eng- 
land as an additional cause for popularity, 
since Britons have ever since the advent to

Frequent reference is made in the foreign |

press to the alleged prodigality with which 
the kaiser is said to scatter hereditary dis- 
tinctions and nobiliary titles. Nothing could 
be farther from the truth. For Emperor 
William has been quite chary in this re- 
spect, and the titles which he bas conferred 
have been few in comparison with those 
conferred by his fellow monarchs, or by his 
predecessors on the Prussian throne. This 
is all the more remarkable since, unlike some 
other European sovereigns, he is under no 
restrictions whatsoever in this respect. The 
decrees creating nobles and granting promo- 
tion in the ranks of the titled aristocracy do 
not require to be countersigned by any min- 
ister of state. True, they are made public 
in the Gazette by the so-called minister of 
the royal and imperial house and bear his 
signature in addition to that of the sovereign, 
yet he is not really a minister of state but 
merely a dignitary of the emperor's house- 
hold and its chief. 


— 

King Edward has the same prerogatives 
as the kaiser. He can confer a peerage, 
a baronetcy, or a knighthood upon anybody 
whom he pleases thts to distinguish without 


any regard to the views or wishes of the | 


premier or of the cabinet in office at the 
time, and those who at the time of the kine’s 
coronation ‘circulated stories to the effect 
that Lord Salisbury’s resignation was due 
to a quarrel arising from his opposition to 
the sovereign's desire to raise Sir Ernest 
Cassell to a seat In the house of lords were 
ignorant of that principle of the English con- 
stitution according to which the monarch 
enjoys the untrammeled prerogative of con- 
ferring titles upon whom he pleases. 

Nor is he restricted from conceding honors 
ef this kind to foreigners, and alien birth is 
no longer a bar to a peerage, as it was al- 
leged at one moment when there was a talk 
of William Waldorf Astor being raised to 
the house of lords. For Lord Hothfield was 
born as a French citizen, yet received a peer- 
age from Queen Victoria, and there are sev- 
eral analogous instances. The king can 
even confer peerages upon subjects of a for- 
eign government. But of course they can- 
not take their seat in the house of lords and 
2 the national legislature unless natur- 
alized. 


— 

Two million dollars is the sum which the 
national treasury has been called upon to 
pay for the ceremony of the coronation of 
King Edward and of Queen Alexandra, the 
government committee of public accounts 
having just submitted a report to that effect 
to parliament. It may be remembered that 
the original estimate was for 8600 000, and 
the committee declares that while the most 
careful scrutiny has failed to discover any 
undue extravagance, yet it is of the 
opinion that the legislature should have 
been told from the first that the expenditure 
was likely to be at least dowble and possibly 
treble the sum originally asked for. 

When it is borne in mind that King Ed- 
ward's own expenses in connection with the 
coronation weré at least half a million of 
dollars and that millions of dollars were 
spent by the great nobles and officers of 
state, by multi-millionatres, both native and 
foreign, by Indian princes and special em- 
bassies from abroad, who had gathered in 
London for the ceremony, it will. be realized 
that an immense amount of money was put 
into circulation by the coronation, and that 
the latter on the whole was a splendid at- 
fair for business people in England and for 
the trade of London. In fact, it was the 
public rather than royalty which benefited 
dy the magnificent show, which short sighted 
people have condemned as useless extrava- 
gance.

Beautiful Brash 

A scant mile to the northeast of Hinsdale 
nestles the quaint, old time hamlet known to 
the postal guide as Fullersburg, in popular 
parlance yelept Brush Hill. In picturesque 
valley beloved of aboriginal man and early 
settler, nature here retains in large Measure 
primeval charms. Through miles of giant 
black walnut, oak, birch, sassafras, and wild 
cherry, and thickets of wild grape vines and 
elder bushes, banked by rugged hills, winds 
like a silver thread the south fork of the Des- 
plaines river, dubbed Salt creek, though why 
no man knoweth. Well off the beat of mod- 
ern travel, “so near and yet so far.“ it is 
doubtful if any other spot within the same 
radius of Chicago holds paramount attrac- 
tions with this begutiful valley. In this 
leafy month of June the air is fragrant with 
wild ginseng, wild roses line the roadsides, 
and the broad surface of the lazy stream is 
bedecked with thousands of waxy white, 
golden hearted pond lilies, floating on big 
green leaves. Here may the gay camping 
party pitch their tent without price; thither 
may come for a day’s outing the merry pic- 
nickers, free of let or hindrance. Arrived 
here, tired pater sprawls on the grass in 
happy abandon, mater puts the baby in the 
hammock for its nap; the small boy carves 


willow whistles under pater's instruction, 


and fishes in the creek for bullheads a- 
plenty; the family dog, allowed full bent, 
swims out into the river and fetches back 
the sticks thrown out for him. 

Historical associations are not wanting, 
and traditions abound. Brush Hill was a 
hamlet while Chicago was yet an Indian 
trading post. Here Father Marquette tar- 
ried on his journeyings to preach to the chil- 
dren of the forest. Straight through here 
goes the old Indian trail, afterwards the 
planked stage road; now Ogden avenue, 
which started at the site of the old Bull's 
Head tavern at the joining of Ogden avenue 


| and Madison street in Chicago, and con- 


nected with the outlying settlements. From 
the porch of ramshackle old tavern, stand- 
ing close to the highway, Abraham Lincoln 
addressed the people in his pr cam- 
paign; across the road another old hostelry 
is famous as the birthplace and childhood 
home of Lole Fuller, the dancer. The old 
stage coach of early days is preserved and 
shown with pride. 

For the route to this happy valley our 
party may come by trolley or by rail, or on 
their wheels. If the trolley is chosen plan 
for an early start; take the Metropolitan 
elevated to Fifty-second avenue, then the

may hire a rig at the livery for the re- 
maining distance, or take the train to Hins- 
dale, walking thence to Fullersburg. Or one 
may go by train on the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy railroad directly to Hinsdale. 

For a party of five the expenses will be: 
By trolley, fanes „„ 
By railroad, ten ride ticket 3.28 

If a carriage is hired at La Grange add one 
dollar to the $1.50 allowed for fares. A 
luncheon prepared at home should not cost 
more than a dollar. If the party care for 
boating allow half a dollar for boat hire, but 
do not venture on the water without skilled 
oarsmen, for the river is deep and dangerous. 
It is necessary to go out in the boat to gather 
the pond lilies. A chafing dish may be taken 
if desired, or a camp fire kindled. Take only 
necessary luggage and “ travel light.” The 
expenses will be easily within the $5 limit 
for a party of five grownups. *

DEALERS IN MILK PLEAD 
a FOR NEW SANITARY LAW. 


‘Association Urges That “Permit Sye- 
tem” for Dairies, Requiring Affide- 


Dairy inspection as a means to insure a pure 
milk supply for Chicago yesterday was de- 
clared not strong enough. The Chicago Milk 
Dealers’ association in a letter to Health 
Commissioner Reynolds attacked the pres- 
ent system and made a plea for the permit 
system.“ The letter says, in part: 
“The health department bulletin states 
inspectors will be. sent into the country for 


the farmers.” Do you believe ‘ conferring 
and advising’ will bring about the results 
that we and the public desire? During 1900, 
with one city dairy inspector, only eleven 
farms were inspected. Without a change in 
conditions and methods can we expect four 
inspectors to report upon more than forty- 
four of the 4,000 dairy farms? 
„Wo believe in trying a system which 
been of untold value in other cities. We 
should have the city require that any one who 
sends milk into Chicago should secure the 
privilege and make annual affidavits that 
the sanitary conditions prescribed by the 
city have been complied with.” 

This plan is incorporated in a proposed 
amendment to the ordinance, which pro- 
vides that in applying for permits the dairy- 
man furnish information regarding the loca- 


feed of the cows, the drainage, light, and 
ventilation of the stable, methods of handling 
the fresh product, and the health of the 
employés. 

The association also advises that the ordi- 
nance require shippers to seal milk cans 
coming into the city, to prevent them from 
being tampered with while on the way. 

“ Instead of fining the receivers of the un- 
sealed cans,“ it says, ‘‘ as is the present rule, 
this new arrangement would place the pun- 
ishment where it belongs, and make the ship- 
per suffer for the negligence.”’

In 
the name of the 600 mute graves, blamable 
upon that almost unmentionable accident 
that happened recently, I want to protest, 
The theaters acknowledged that the new 
ordinance was all: right by giving bond 
under it. The public goes into the buildings 
at the invitation of the managers, and it 
is the duty of the managers to see that the 
people come out again in safety. I have 
been here an hour and a half and the talk 
has been all of dollars and cents, I have 


not heard one word regarding the value of 
human life.“

A special correspondent has canvassed 
a number of prominent architects, engineers, 


this question, and finds entire unanimity as 
to the propriety of prohibiting the use of 
cast iron columns in any but low and simple 
structures, and the regulation of the matter 
dy ordinance has been strenuously urged by 
individuals and in public meetings. Indeed, 
so serious was the impression made by the 
Darlington @isaster that in several specific 
cases architects and owners have changed 
specifications for buildings recently 
started by substituting steel columns for 
cast iron originally planned. 

“Tt seems strange that the city authori- 
ties have not been equally alert in safeguard- 
ing the building interests of those who can- 
not employ the most experienced architects 
by amending the bullding code so as to limit 
the use of cast iron columns to buildings lees 
than seventy-five feet high. Section 106 has 
just been amended with a view to eliminating 
combustible materials from the more im- 
portant structures, but further precautions 
should be taken to insure also their strength 
and etability.

Painter Is Dead. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) . 
LONDON, July 1—George Frederick 
Watts, foremost among English painters, 
is dead at the age of 84, a victim of bron- 
chitis. 

Without training in any particular school, 
Watts obtained earl) recognition and was 
able to support himself by his art almost 
from the start. He was an untiring worker. 

Watts is considered the most individual 
of painters of the last century. His was 
thee ambition to execute “grand art —to 
repeat in painting the glorious scenes of 
English history and ideal impulses of life.

Watts believed in painting as a source ot 
education.

He also offered some years ago 
to decorate, at his own expense, the interior 
of the London and Northwestern railway 
‘station at Euston road. The enterprising 
British railway magnates, however, refused 
Watts’ offer. 

All of Watts’ pictures suggest noble 
thoughts and were painted expressly to bring 


ideas on social problems, and his paintings 
have been recognized as one of the greatest 
influences of the day in teaching strong moral 
lessons to all who behold them.

[AMERICAN BOOKS ENGLAND,

AM interested to read in a London 
paper that American books are attract- 
ing more and more interest on thet 
side of the water. The demand “is 
steadily on the increase,” I read, and 
this is ae it should be, It has been too 
much the other way around. Now, we 
arg not only reading American books our- 
selves but we are taking comparatively lit- 
tle interest in English books unless they are 
something out of the ordinary. According 


existed in England in the past a certain 
amount of prejudice against American 
books. The reason for this ie not altogether 
easy to find. It may be patriotism: it may be 
that the English reader thinks that he should 
read home written books in preference to 
those written abroad. But the man of cul- 
ture would hardly be expected to take this 
point of view. Fortunately,” says the Lon- 
don Daily Chronicle, tho old time prejudice 
is gradually vanishing.“ The Chronicle goes | 
on to say that now that the contents of 
Ameriean books is found Interesting, so also 
is the typography.

We used to think that the typography of 
English books was the most attractive to the 
genuine book lover, and so it wassome years 
ago, but American bookmaking has im- 
proved.

The Chronicle says that it is the American 
historical novel that finds the most favor in 
England. This surprises me, because the 
American historical novel is not always his- 
tory. American humor is always in demand 
in England, and nowhere has Mr. Dooley ” 
found greater appreciation than among Eng- 
lish readers. Mrs. Wiggs" bas also made 
many friends in Fngland, though nothing to 
compare in number with her American ad- 
mirers. 

It is flattering to our vanity to read that in 
England they look to America “ for advanced 
scientific and technical books, and for these 
there is a really steady English demand.

dry details of the origin, history, 


officers, and financial affairs of this great so- 
cigty, Miss Barton presente some of the more 
striking scenes in which the Red Cross served 
as the medium for the expression of Amer- 
ican kifidliness. Without directly referring 
to recemt criticisms of the management of 
the society, Miss Barton has contrived to 
give the impression that it would hardly have 
been possible to do all the good which the 
Red Cross is admitted to have done if the 
giving of substantial aid had been hampered 
by more red tape. The tidgl wave along the 
Carolina coast, yellow fever in Florida, the 
Johnstown flood. the Ruselan famine, Arme- 
nia, Cuba, and Galveston have all called for 
the activities of the Red Cross, and the brief 
record here shows how nobly that organiza- 
tion has 

One episode of the relief work in Cuba is 
worth quoting. The establishment of a 
shelter for the suplies has been described, 
and the author continues: Early in the 
day there came to our improvised headquar- 
ters an officer in khaki uniform showing hard 
service, and a bandanna handkerchief hang- 
ing from his hat to protect the back of his 
head and neck from the fierce rays of the 
sun. It was Col. Roosevelt, and we were 
glad to meet the gallant leader of the Rough 
Riders. After a few moments’ conversa- 
tion he said: ‘I have some-sick men with 
the regiment who refuse to leave it. They 
need such supplies as you have here, which 
I am ready to pay-for out of my own pocket.’ 
» « We can’t sell Red Cross supplies,’ 
answered Dr. Gardner. Just ask for them.“ 
colonel, when will you send for these sup- 
plies?’ asked Dr. Gardner. They will be 
ready any time.” Lend me a sack and I'll 
take them right along,’ he answered with 
characteristic decision. Mrs. Gardner at 
once looked up a sack and when filled it must 
have held a good many pounds of supplies. 
Before we had recovered from our surprise 
the incident was closed by the future pres- 
ident of the United States slinging the big 
sack over his shoulders, striding off, and out 
of sight through the jungle.” 

Miss Barton writes in a simple, graphic 
style that makes her pictures of the disas- 
ters she witnessed a lurid background for 
the work of relief she directed. The Red

HE WATCHERS OF THE TRAILS,” 
is, take it for all in all, a curious 
book for a poet to write.

The result is an unusual 
book—one which, in giving no fanciful quali-

istics of courage, subtlety, generalship, and 
instinct, has made them appear in their 
true meaning. Their place in nature is ap-

New London, Conn., July 1—[Special.}— 


Tale won the university boat race from 


Harvard on the Thames this morning by eight 
lengths after an uninteresting struggie from 
start to finish. Harvard won the four oared 
event on a fluke, Fish of the New Haven 
shell breaking an darlock when the Yale boat 
was leading by three lengths with only an 
eighth of a mile to go. 

The Yale eight took the lead in the first 


‘hundred yards, and never relinquished it. 


New Haven men seldom exerted them- 

and beyond a few spurts now and 

then rowed so easily and confidently that the 

followers in the trains cooled off after the first 
mile had been covered and ceased to cheer. 

At no time did the Harvard crew show 


signs of coming to,life. The race was rowed 


over\a comparatively smooth course. The 
Yale/crew covered the four miles in 21:40%, 
Harvard's time being 22:10. 

The tide was flowing upstream when the 
varsity race was called, with a light breeze 
to aid the crews in the rush northward. 
Referee Meikelham fired his revolver at 11:11 
o'clock, and they were off together. Yale had 
the easterly position and began with a stroke 
or thirty-five to the minute, sending their 
shell into the lead. The Harvard coxswain 
was caught napping for a moment, but He 
ordered his men to quicken their stroke, and 


it went up to thirty-five also. 


Yale had more than a length to spare in the 
first half mile, which the blue crew covered 
in 2:27, Haryard's time being 2:33. It was 
all over then, barring accidents, for there 
was such a marked difference in the makeup 
and deportment of the crews that a novice 
could have picked the winner. 


Yale Eases Up at the Mile. 


Yale’s stroke had been lowered to thirty at 
the mile, while Harvard was pulling thirty- 
two. Yale’s advantage was about a length, 
the respective times being 56:08 and 5:18%. 
Yale was nine seconds ahead at the mile and 
a half, which amounted to a good length and 
a half, the leader’s time being 7:48% and Har- 
vard's 7:57. Tale's great sweeping stroke 
with powerful eaten and splendid blade work 
was in striking contrast to the compara- 
tively short reach and supshod method of 
the Harvard eight in pulling their oars 
through the water. Flint, at No. 3 in the 
Harvard shell, looked as if he had had enough, 
while Capt. Dillingham at the bow was 
splashing water high into the air. 

At two miles Yale's time was 10:34, while 
Harvard's was 10:46. Yale had increased its 
lead to two lengths or more. There was 
nothing but silence on the part of the Har- 
vard crowd, while the Yale men laughed 
derisively. 


Harvard Vainly Quickens Stroke. 

At the two anda half mile mark Yale was 
nearly three lengths ahead, and at three. 
miles the New Haven men led by eighteen 
seconds, both rowing stroke to stroke at 
thirty to the minute. Harvard increased its 
stroke to thirty-two at three and a half miles, 
but the crimson shell did not gain at all. On 
the contrary, Yale romped away again, 
being timed at the three and a half miles in 
18:55, with 19:15 for Harvard. 

After that it was only a question of how 
much Yale would win by, and at thé finish 
the blues had thirty and a half seconds to 
spare, or nearly eight lengths. The —— 
were greeted with the usual booming of can- 
non and shrieks of whistles. 

Harvard's defeat was a severe blow for 
Fred Colson, the head coach, who became 
famous as captain and coxswain of Cornell’s 
crew several years ago. Colson, according 
to reports, recently has not enjoyed absolute 
control of Harvard’s rowing affairs. In 
fact, it is stated on pretty good authority 
that Colson and Dillingham, the crimson 
captain, have been at ernte, on more 
than one occasion. 


Four Oared Race a Fluke. 


Harvard’s victory in the four oared event 
was the luckiest thing that has happened 
to the crimson in a decade. Yale was lead- 
ing by three lengths with only an eighth of 
a mile to go when Stuyvesant Fish Jr., at 
No. 2in the New Haven shell, broke an oar- 
lock and was foreed to stop rowing. After 
that the Yale boat made slow headway. 

The Harvard four had been showing signs 
of weariness, but seeing Yale's distress they 
plucked up courage and bent to their oafs. 
Soon they overhauled the blue four and won 
by a length, the official time being 10:12 for 
Harvard and :1v.s5 for Yale:
